The Chiltan Rebellion. 
By Cable and Associated Press. } 


Buenos Ayres, Jan. 31.—The war 
news continues to filter from Chili 
into this republic, but it must be ad- 
mitted that the information received 
seems to come in the main from 
sources favorable to the insurgents | 
and unfavorable to the Chilian gov- 
ernment. Valdivia Port, Or Corral, 
and the seaport towns of Valdivia, 
sixteen miles from the mouth of the 
Callacalla river, is now blockaded by 
war vessels of the insurgents. The 
insurgents’ warships are also block- 
ading the Island of Chileo and the 
‘Chileo Archipelago; their ships are 
patroling the Gulf of Ancud, thus cut- 
ting off all communication between 
the island and the mainland. 

One rebel vessel is lying at anchor 
off the capital of the Island of Chileo, 
and the insurgent marines from that 
vessel have occupied Ancud. The 
Chileo Archipelago consists of about 
sixty sma'l islands with a population 
of 80,000 souls. The insurgent’s war 
ship, which anchored off Ancud re- 
cently, left that port in charge of the 
marines; she has loaded and steamed — 
away to capture another port. 

While this vessel was absent the 
ship having the Government troops on 
board appeared off Ancud. She 
hoisted the British flag and tried to 
land the troops she had on board. 
The insurgents, however, detected the 
stratagem and opened fire upon the 
government vessel. The latter replied 
with a rapid fire of guns and small 
arm fire, but after a sharp engage- 
ment the government vessel was dis- 
abled and had to leave the port of 
Ancud in the hands of the victorious 
jusurgents. 

President Balmaceda is now said to 
have announced his willingness to ne- 
gotiate for terms of peace with the 
rebels, who seem victorious on all 
sides. The stipulations insisted upon 
by the President. if negotiations pro- 
ceed are that the port of Valparaiso 
shail not be blockaded while the par- 
leying continues. The rebels, it is 
added, insist that President Balma- 
ceda resign. Some compromise fav- 
orable to the interests of European 
merchants and financiers is looked 
forward to, according to the latest ad- 
vices.

Cxiarkspure (Va.), Jan. 31. —What 
promises to be a serious mountain war 
began Wednesday night in Doddridge 
county. A man named Perkins of 
Rulling’s mill was arrested and 
charged with seduction. A mob, 
headed by Mose Smith, attacked the 
officers and liberated the prisoner. 
The officers went to West Union and 
secured warrants for the arrest of the 
ringleaders, summoned a large posse 
and returned to the mountains and 
surrounded the house in which the 
leader had takep refuge, and de- 
manded his surrender. On being re- 
fused they opened fire, and fatally 
shot Smith and bis son-in-law, Cot- 
terell. The fire was returned, killing 
Chief Deputy Goskins.. Smith’s son, 
a boy 13 years old, attacked Deputy 
Ramsay, cutting him severely. Smith- 
was finally captured and taken in a 
wounded condition to the prison, but 
Perkins has not been recaptured. 

Fifteen warrants have been issued 
for the parties connected with the riot, 
and the Sheriff, accompanied by many 
assistants, has left to endeavor to ex- 
ecute them. 

It is reported that the mountaineers 
are gathering to resist the officers. 
All are heavily armed, and a bloody 
time is anticipated.

It isa common saying that money is 
the ruling element in the life of the 
American people.

Section 1 provides that no Board 
of Sounty Commissioners in this

the amount thus fixed. 

It will be seen that a check is put 


upon the County Commissioners 
in the employment of counsel, and 
the bill is a most excellent one and 
we hope it will pass. 


Ir President ilarrison does not 
think it necessary to throw some 
sop fmto the Farmers’ Alliance 
camp and name a member of that 
organization as successor to Secre- 
tary Windom lightning may strike 
the Pacific Coast and some one 
trom here get the Treasury port- 
folio.

existence. The United States, taking 
it for all in all, says a writer in Once a 
Week, contains the most radically in- 
dustrial and commercial people in the 
world. In no other land. is idleness 
counted such a sin, and nowhere else 
does the force of example and the 
pressure of public opinion unite with 
such force to make every man, even 
every woman, it might be said, a worker. 
Our millionaires in their social life may 
imitate the customs of the aristocracy 
of Europe. But even the Vanderbilts, 
Astors and Goulds are workers. They 
“do not, as is the case with the wealthy 
elasses of Europe, commit the charge of 
their vast possessions to the care of 
stewards and agents. They give their 
business interests a close, personal 
supervision, and it is the rule to find in 
the third and fourth geétiération of 
Ameri amilies of wealth, énergetic, 
successful and busy men of affairs. 
Eliminate the offensive séfise contained 
in the wérd money, or better still, 
translate it to its real significance—that 
is, business—and the alleged accusation 
is not only true but is something of 
which our people can be proud. 

But, leaving aside this exceptional fact 
in our National life, that we have really 
no leisure class and very little need for 
one, there are some curious circum- 
stances in the relations of the American 
people to this article of money. We 
te!« about it a great deal, gnd we of 
¢ urse are forced to use it at every turn 
of the existence of each individual 
| amongus. But, after all, it is onlya 
symbol. Itis the méasure with which 
things of value are compared, and the 
symbol which represents their commer- 
cial status. Money is the counters 
. with which the great and exciting game 
of business is played. One hears of the 
money market, and learns from time to 
time that the commodity it deals in is 
plentiful, or the reverse. It is even 
urged that there is not enough money 
to satisfy the actual requirements of 
the country, and Congress is called 
upon to meet the netd by providing 
additional money. But the fact re- 
mains that apart from its use in retail 
business for satisfying the immediate 
requirements of our rast population, 
actual money is not the largest item in 
the world of business. The largest 
transactions are uniformly effected by 
another set of counters, which repre- 
sent money, just as money represents 
value, either intrinsic or based on the 
credit of the Government. 

The actual money of all kinds, metal- 
lic and paper, in circulation in the 
United States at this time is near a 
billion and three-quarters of dollars. 
Of this the United States Treasury gen- 
erally holds about two hundred and 
fifty million as reserve and for other 
purposes, while the banks and other 
financial institutions scattered through- 
out the country are obliged to hold 
permanently probably double — that 
amount. The actual money in circula- 
tion in the hands of the people would 
therefore seem to be close to a round 
billion. But even allowing for the 
freest circulation of this stock of cur- 
rency among fifty millions of people, the 
amount seems very small in comparison 
with the aggregate value of the busi- 
ness transactions of the country. The 
real fact of the matter is that the bulk 
of our business is carried on through 
the highly artificial medium afforded 
by the use of banks and the facilities 
which they afford in the way of drafts 
and checks. Every one knows that it 
is unusual to pay amounts of over a few 
dollars in actual money. All 
the great transactions of commerce 
and speculation are effected through 
banks. They furnish the means by 
which the use of money is economized, 
and the limited amount of available cir- 
culating medium is made to perform 
many times the work it could do by 
itself. 

Moreover, there is a means by which 
the extent of this work can be guessed. 
In all of the large cities of the country, 
the banks have formed associations 
known as clearing houses. A great 
deal of their business naturally consists 
of the receipt on deposit of checks 
drawn on other banks. Now, to collect 
such checks in each instance would in- 
volve endless work, and necessitate the 
transfer of vast amounts of money every 
day.. The clearing house is an agency 
to which all the banks of a piven city 
are able to compare the amounts of 
each others’ checks in their hands, and 
to effect a settlement of the balances 
only. Statistics are therefore available 
from all the clearing houses to show 
the amount of such exchanges. The 
figures from forty cities show that last 
|year the total exchanges of checks 
amounted to over fifty billions of dol- 
lars, while the balances paid in con- 
nection with them foot up over six bil- 
‘ions. ‘This of itself shows a mass of 
business transactions fifty times 
larger than the available supply of 
currency. ..Indeed, it does not: in- 
elude the checks drawn directly on 
banks, nor a vast volume of busi- 
ness throngh drafts and other com- 
mercial methods, that supplement the 
economy in use of money, displayed by 
the clearing house returns. It would 
‘not seem to be overestimating the mat- 
ter to put the total volume of the coun- 
try’s business somewhere close to one 
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culiar.

The Jones Banquet at the Arling- 
| ten—A Gossipy Letter from the 
State Capital. 
Carson, Jan. 30, 1891. 

Eprror Gazette: The second week 
of thé Legislature ends much like the 
first, with but little accomplished save 
the all-absorbing duty of electing the 
U. 8S. Senator and Warden of the 
State Prison, both of which facts hage 
been fully detailed in the press. 
Jones as U.S. Senator was compli- 
mented by the almost unanimous vote 
of the joint Houses, and McCullough 
as Warden of the prison received as 
great an endorsement. 


BANQUETING AND FEASTING 


Was the order of yesterday, and can 
better be expressed in the. words of 
Sam Davis of the Appeal, as giver. by 
him at the Jones entertainment last 
night. Sam said that he had lived in 
many of the States of the Union and 
in many towns, but never in all his 
experience lad he attended three ban- 
quets in one day, as he had that day 
in Carson ; that he had, upon coming 
down town early in the morning, met 
the Hon. Wm Thompson of Washoe, 
whoiad been a successful litigant in 
a suit against the State, and Thomp- 


son was celebrating. He at once sym- 
pathized+with The®mpson and joined 
lim in the celebration. Later in the 
day he fougd numerous friends of 
Hon. Theo. Winters celeprating the 
complimentary vote that had been 
given the latter, so his sympathies at 
once went out to Winters and he again 
celebrated. In the evening he had 
run into the banqueting. party cele- 
brating the re-election of the Hon. J. 
‘P. Jones as U. 8S. Senator, and his 
sympathies were again taxed and he 
was still celebrating. Wine flowed:all 
day like water and the day was gen- 
erally one of rejoicing. 
AT THE JONES BANQUET, 


Under the direction of Hon. Evan 
Williams,. wit and eloquence were 
the prime factors, and the evening 
was spent pleasantly and joyfully. 
Governor Colcord, Hons. Thomas 
Wren, A. C, Cleveland, Frank Mur- 
phy, Sam Davis, J. C. Haines and 
others were the speakers. 


THE PRESS 

Was answered by Sam Davis, who, in 
his .usuat funny manner, kept the 
guests in a roar. He said the press 
was in a demoralized condition in Ne- 


vada—financially eémbarrassed. He 
gave the Supreme Court a lick from 
the shoulder by critizising the system 
of accepting typewritten transcripts 
and other documents ; that the printer 
had no show; that State officers used 
rubber stam 
were getting bad for the printer. He 
said that he had taken out his first 
per in Carson; viz.,the Appeal, 
ut that from present prospects it 
would be as doubtful about him tak- 
ing.out his second paper as it was 
with his friend Yerington. It was on 
the program for the Hon. M. D. Foley 
to respond to the toast of 
THE LADIES. 


But through some little modesty or 
diplomacy on the part of the gentle- 
men, he gracefully retired and that 
old war-horse, Hon. Thos. Wren, was 


called upontorespond. The latter, in 
opening his speech, in substance 
said: ‘*That while he felt com pliment- 
ed in being called upon to respond 
to the tuast, yet With the frosts 
of three score of winters whitening 
his locks, and plowing deep fur- 
rows in his brow, he felt illy able to 
do the subject’ justico, and he was 
satisfied that the Hon. Senator who 
had been previously selected to re- 
spond to the toast, was by his reputa- 
tion for gallantry (cries of Foley, Fo- 
ley!) could do the subject in detail far 
more justice than he.’’.
